M. Marcel Semlb'ait, .radical socialist, 


representing one of 'the Seine -dis- 
trists, demanded to know "by what 
rig-h't the governraen't had engaged in 
war without the consent of parlfa- 
ment, arid questioned, "the government 
as to the truth of the -press announce- 
ments oif atrocities committed toy sol- 
diers. 


He concluded with :the statement 


that Field Marshal Von Waldersee 
WRB unfit t'o be commander-In-chief 
of the allied forces. 


The debate will be continued to- 


morrow. ' 


VON BUELOW'S DEFENSE. 


Berlin, Nov. 10.—In the reichstag 


today, on the occasion of the presenr 
tation of the supplementary credit 
for China, Count Von Buelow, .the im- 
perial chancellor, emphatically denied 
the assertion frequently made abroad 
that the China imbroglio was trace- 
able to the German occupation of 
Kiao-Chou. 
Tills statement 
was 


greeted by the social democrats with 
loud cries of "It as quite true." 


Count Von Buelow expressed keen 


regret that such a cry was heard in 
the German parliament. The chan- 
cellor further declared he did1 not 
wish at present to say anything 
which might 'be prejudicial to the 
common objects of the powers in 
China, but he felt .the need of plac- 
ing himself in touch with the nation. 
Germany, he explained, had adhered 
"to 'the alms and policy outlined in 
the circular to the allied govern-! 
ments. The allegation that the gov- 
ernment had not foreseen the Chinese 
crisis was true. But most o'f the 
other nations likewise failed to nn- 
ticipate that the storm in the far east 
would burst so violently or so soon. 


"But," added Count Von Buelow, 


"the premonitory signs did not escape 
us. We directed the attention of the 
other cabinets repeatedly to these 
signs. We at once agreed that every- 
thing our representative in China de- 
fecribed was necessary to take as a 
measure of precaution and dispatched 
a force, offering even more than 
asked for. 


"I wish to reproach no one, least 


of all Baron Von Ketteler, who, in 
endeavoring most earnestly, in the 
fulfillment of his duty, to bring the 
chief Chinese authorities to reason, 
went, almost without fear to hi3 
death, worthy of the land1 he repre- 
sented aiixl the name lie bore." 


This statement caused loud ap- 


plause. 


•Reverting to the KIn-Chou allega- 


tion, Count Von Buelow explained the 
previous 'territorial acquisitions and 
expeditions of the other powers in 
China, adding: 


"We, with proverbial mlode&ty, re- 


strained ourselves longest of all the 
powers, even, until the massacre of 
our missionaries in Shan-Tung."

Newport, Ky., Nov. 9.—"This bank 


is closed by order of .'the compfcrollei 
of the currency.

This was :fche notice placed tod'ay 


on the doors o»f .the stately building 
of the German National bank of 
Newport before the hour for opening. 


The salient facts of the cause of 


the notice 'had been known since Sun- 
day 'morning, and, therefore, ifchere 
re-re none of the usual scenes accom- 
lanying a run on the bank -by di 
'osiitors. 
Tihe alleged defalcation of 


Assistant Cashier -Frank M. Broiwn 
o the amount of afbout $200,000 was 
3 overwhelming that no depositor 
-as foolish enough to suppose .that

National Bank Examiner Tucker, 


who as in -charge, stated •Ehalt the al- 
eged defalcation was not discovered 
y 'him until 10 o'clock Saturday 
ighitf -that fcotHi 'he and the Hanks' 
wn experts had Tjeen unable *to find 
nythmg wrong unitil that time.

They 
continued making these statements 
to the press as late as Saturday mid- 
night, but 'the statements were not 
accepted by the Commercial-Tribune, 
whkfli exposed *he true condition of 
iff airs, and thus caused a panic In 
Newport yesterday, so that the bank 
had to be taken in charge by the 
xaininer. The wildest scenes were 
witnessed in Newport. 


Brown was living a fast life, with 


wine, women and gambling in his 
epertoire. His career was not cut 
h'ort by any discovery at the bank 
till a jealous womUn gave him away. 
Brown is a widower with one son, 
,ged 10 years, wiho lives with 
irown's farther, Paris C. Brown, ei- 
nrayor of Newport and one of the 
eadlng* business men. of Cincinnati.

wedding, relates how Mr. Lambert, 
one of the duke of Manchester's sup- 
porters, when notifying him of the 
duke's desire to be married, described 
the prospective bride as "an Ameri- 
can heiress with ten thousand a year 
now and unlimited prospects, as her 
father is one of the richest men in 
America." 


In reply to questions by Canon 


Barker Mr, Lambert admitted that 
the lady's parents were not aware 
of the intended marriage, but as he 
produced a license issued by the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury Canon Barker 
could not do otherwise than marry 
the couple.

Miss Zimmerman decided to wed im- 
mediately.

TRAIN TAKES ITS OWN PICTURE 


After repeated failures to secure a 


satisfactory negative of a train in 
motion Ayrault Green, an expert Chi- 
cago photographer, recently made the 
Burlington's Denver flyer take its 
own picture. This he accomplished 
by an electric switch, which when 
connected with the rail, closes the 
circuit as soon as it is struck by the 
engine. 
The switch 
communicates 


with a set of dry cells and thence to 
a shutter release. When the success- 
ful test was made the switch was put 
in place about six feet behind the 
spot where it was calculated that 
the front of the engine would appear 
when the 
shutter 
was 
released. 


When the engine struck the switch it 
closed the circuit, the 
high-speed 


shutter moved, and the picture was 
correctly registered on the center of 
the plate.
